Geology  Program 
Set  For  Summer 


The  Department  of  Geology 
at  Northwestern  State 
University  has  begun  ac- 
cepting applications  for 
participation  in  a  Cooperative 
College-School  Science 
Program  in  Geology  this 
summer. 

Northwestern  has  received 
a  grant  of  $31,802  from  the 
National  Science  Foundation 
to  conduct  the  program,  which 
begins  June  12  and  continues 
through  July  21. 

Dr.  John  Waskom,  head  of 
the  Department  of  Geology  at 
Northwestern,  will  direct  the 
grant  program.  Waskom  said 
this  is  the  third  consecutive 
year  that  NSU  has  received 
National  Science  Foundation 
grant  funds  for  the  geology 
program. 

Twenty-four  teachers  from 
secondary  schools  in  11 
Louisiana  parishes  and  one 
science  supervisor  from  each 
parish  will  participate  in  the 
six-week  cooperative  program 
in  Earth  sciences. 

Beauregard,  Bienville, 
Bossier,  Caddo,  East  Baton 
Rouge,  Natchitoches,  St. 
Charles,  St.  Martin,  St. 
Tammany,  Vermillion  and 
Webster  Parishes  will  be 
represented. 

Instruction  during  the 
summer  project  will  be  of- 
fered in  physical  geology, 
historical  geology  and  other 
areas  of  Earth  science.  In 
addition  to  lecture  and 
classroom  sessions,  par- 
ticipants will  take  part  in 
laboratory  sessions  and  field 
study  projects.

Extensive  Joe  R.  Dellmon  Photographic  Collection 
Donated  To  Louisiana  Room  of  Russel  Library 
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Joe      R.       Dellmon      of 
Alexandria  recently 

donated  his  extensive 
photographic  collection  to  the 
Louisiana  Room  of  Nor- 
thwestern   State    University. 

The  collection,  to  be  known 
as  the  Myrtle  Huie  DeLmon 
Photographic  Collection  in 
honor  of  Dellmon 's  late  wife, 
is  one  of  the  most  com- 
prehensive in  the  state.  Mrs. 
Dellmon  was  the  publisher  of 
the  Alexandria  Daily  Town 
Talk  and  president  of  Mc- 
Cormick  and  Co.,  Inc. 
Dellmon  was  also  associated 
with  the  Town  Talk. 

The  collection  is  actually  a 
pictorial  record  of  Lou- 
isiana's past  with  special 
emphasis  on  Alexandria  and 
Rapides  Parish.  Many  of  the 
scenes  and  landmarks  have 
already  vanished,  and  in 
some  cases  Dellmon 's 
photographs  are  the  only 
graphic  representations  in 
existence.  Dellmon 's 
photographs  date  from  1918  to 
1970.  Besides  his  photographs 
of  Louisiana  persons  and 
places,  he  has  expanded  his 
collection  to  cover  various 
aspects    of    certain    other 


southern  states,  notably 
Kentucky,  Tennessee, 
Mississippi  and  Texas. 

In  addition  to  the  more  than 
8,000  photographs,  Dellmon 
donated  his  24-drawer  card 
index  to  the  collection,  his  file

of  master  negatives,  several 
valuable  books,  and  several 
items  of  photographic 
equipment. 

According  to  Donald  N. 
MacKenzie,  head  librarian  of 
NSU,  the  carefully  prepared 
index  to  the  photographic 
collection  makes  the  donation 
particularly  valuable  since 
this  index  gives  ready  access 
to  pictures  on  any  desired 
subject. 

Ezra  Adams,  director  oi 
Louisiana  Studies  Institute, 
considers  that  the  Myrtle  Huie 
Dellmon  Photographic 
Collection  will  be  an  in- 
valuable source  of  illustrative 
material  for  the  University's 
quarterly,  Louisiana  Studies. 
The  special  photographic 
emphasis  of  the  quarterly  had 
been  greatly  decreased  after 
the  loss  of  the  Institute's 
photographic  collection  in  the 
fire  which  destroyed  Guardia 
Hall  in  1967. 

Dr.  Arnold  Kilpatrick  in 
accepting  the  donation  for  the 
NSU,  stated  that  such  a  gift 
was  particularly  gratifying 
evidence  of  the  high  esteem  in 
which  the  University  is  held  in 
the  area. 


Northwestern 's  State 
University  enrollment  of  6,188 
this  semester  is  the  largest 
spring  term  enrollment  in  the 
87-year  history  of  the 
university,  according  to 
President  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick. 

In  announcing  the  spring 
semester  registration  figures, 
Registrar  Walter  Ledet  said 
this  spring's  enrollment  total 
is  an  increase  of  3y5  students, 
or  a  6.8  percent  increase  over 
last  spring's  registration  of 
5,793. 

There  are  1,291  persons 
enrolled  in  the  Northwestern 
Graduate  School,  which  is  the 
largest  of  any  institution 
under  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
State  Board  of  Education. 

In  the  Graduate  School,  779 
persons  are  enrolled  in 
master's  degree  programs 
447  in  post-masters  work,  23  in 
specialist  degree  work  and  42 
in  doctorate  programs.  The 
Gi  adudte  School  is  more  than 
five  times  larger  than  it  was  10 
years  ago  when  the 
enrollment  was  223. 

Overall  enrollment  at 
Northwestern  for  spring 
terms  has  more  than  doubled 
in  the  past  10  years.  There 
were  3,015  students  enrolled  in 
the  spring  of  1962.  The 
enrollment  has  increased  by 
more  than  1,250  students  in 
the  past  five  years. 

A  breakdown  of  the  4,897 
undergraduate  students  shows 

1,078  in  the  College  of 
Education;  2,106  in  Basic 
Studies;  527  in  Business;  480  in 
Liberal  Arts;  479  in  Science 
and  Technology  and  227  in 
Nursing.

New  School  Calendar  is  Adopted  For  Fall 


Dr.  Arnold  R.  Kilpatrick, 
president  of  Northwestern 
State  University,  has  an- 
nounced the  adoption  of  a  new 
school  calendar  which  will 
begin  in  the  fall  semester. 

Adopted  officially  in  a 
recent  meeting  of  the  Deans' 
Council  at  Northwestern,  the 
new  schedule  allows  NSU 
students  to  complete  the  fall 
semester  before  the  beginning 
of  the  Christmans  holidays. 

Walter  Ledet,  Northwestern 
registrar,  said  the  Christmas 
holidays  and  the  break  bet- 
ween the  fall  and  spring 
semesters  will  be  combined, 
giving  students  nearly  a 
month  off  between  the  two 
semesters. 

In  order  to  complete  classes 
before  Christmas,  the  fall 
semester  will  begin  on  Sept.  1, 
about  two  weeks  earlier  than 
usual.  Registration  for  the  fall 
term  has  been  moved  up  to 
Aug.  30-31. 

Final  examination  week  will 
come  Dec.  13-19,  and  the 
semester  officially  ends  Dec. 
21.  The  spring  term  is  also 
scheduled  to  begin  two  weeks 
earlier  than  it  has  in  the  past. 
Spring  registration  is  Jan.  17- 
18. 

Kilpatrick  said  the 
university's  summer  session 
will  not  be  changed  by  the 
adoption  of  the  new  schedule. 

Although  the  new  schedule 
doesn't  allow  a  Mardi  Gras 
holiday  break  during  the 
spring  semester,  students  will 
be  given  a  spring  vacation 
from  April  7  to  April  24,  slid 
Udet .

Dr.  Tandy  McElwee,  head 
of  the  NSU  Department  of 
Testing,  said  Northwestern 
becomes  one  of  only  three 
centers  in  the  state  which 
administer  the  College  Level 
Examinations. 

The  College  Level 
Examination  Program  allows 
persons  to  take  tests  and 
receive  college  credit  for 
satisfactory 

The  Department  of  Testing 
at  Northwestern  has  been 
selected  as  a  center  for  the 
College  Level  Examination 
Program. 

Dr.  Tandy  McElwee,  head 
of  the  NSU  Department  of 
Testing,  said  Northwestern 
becomes  one  of  only  three 
centers  in  the  state  which 
administer  the  College  Level 
Examinations. 

The  College  Level 
Examination  Program  allows 
persons  to  take  tests  and 
receive  college  credit  for 
satisfactory  completion  of  the 
exams.  The  college  credit 
may  be  applied  at  any  college 


or  university  which  accepts 
the  CLEP  exams. 

McElwee  said  the 
examinations  are  not 
restricted  to  college  students. 
Anyone  who  desires  to  take 
the  tests  may  do  so.  The  first 
tests  at  Northwestern  will  not 
be  given  until  April,  but 
persons  may  apply  im- 
mediately. 

There  are  two  types  of 
examinations  in  the  program 
—  general  examinations  and 
subject  examinations.  A 
maximum  of  six  semester 
hours  of  credit  will  be 
awarded  for  each  of  the  five 
general  tests.  General  exams 
are  available  in  English 
composition,  social  sciences 
and  history,  natural  sciences, 
humanities  and  mathematics! 

Subject  examinations  are 
available  in  a  wide  range  of 
academic  areas.  Semester 
hours  of  credit  and  letter 
grades  are  awarded  for 
subject  exams.  Students  have 
the  choice  of  accepting  the 
credit  with  the  grade  assigned 
or  taking  the  course.

Lake  Research 
Funds  Received 

Northwestern  has  received 
funds  for  the  second  phase  of  a 
proposed  three-year  study 
directed  toward  the 
development  of  a  control  plan 
for  submergent  aquatic  weeds 
in  Black  Lake. 

Placid  Oil  Company,  which 
has  extensive  holdings  in  the 
Black  Lake  area,  awarded 
Northwestern  $5,000  last  year 
to  launch  the  study  and 
presented  the  university 
another  $5,000  this  week  for  a 
continuation  of  the  project. 

Announcing  plans  for  the 
continuation  of  the  research 
program,  in  the  lake,  which 
is  located  in  Natchitoches  and 
Red  River  parishes,  were 
President  Arnold  R. 
Kilpatrick  of  Northwestern, 
W.  B.  Nethery  of  Placid  Oil 
and  William  Ackel,  chairman 
of  the  Northwest  Louisiana 
Fish  and  Game  Preserve 
Commission. 

Dr.  Dana  R.  Sanders,  plant 
ecology  and  plant  taxonomy 
instructor  in  the  NSU 
Department  of  Biological 
Sciences,  will  serve  as 
director  of  the  study. 

Sanders  said  the  initial 
phase  of  the  program  has 
been  the  collection  of 
preliminary  data  relating  to 
water  chemistry,  soils  and 
plant  populations  of  the  lake. 

One  particular  plant, 
Cabomba,  is  being  studied  in 
detail.  This  is  the  most 
serious  problem  species  in 
Black  Lake,  according  to  the 
NSU  scientist.  Sanders  said 
another  aquatic  weed, 
Elodea,  is  also  becoming 
dominant  in  the  lake,  and  he 
said  it  could  be  feasible  to 
allow  Elodea  to  push 
Cabomba  out  of  the  lake  and 
then  apply  controls  to  the 
Elodea. 

Sanders  has  suggested 
several  means  of  aquatic 
weed  control  such  as  the  use  of 
a  specially-prepared  bac- 
terium to  destroy  the  Eloden, 
construction  of  a  new  dam  to 
allow  closer  control  of  water 
levels  and  the  use  of 
chemicals. 

In  the  area  of  chemical 
research,  Sanders  plans  to 
test  effects  of  fertilization, 
evaluate  slow-release  her- 
bicides and  try  injection 
methods. 

If  Northwestern  scientists 
are  successful  in  finding 
control  methods  during  the 
study,  aquatic  plant  problems 
may  also  be  solved  in  such 
area  lakes  as  Saline  Lake, 
Lake  Bisteneau,  Toledo  Bend 
Reservoir   and  Sibley   Lake. 

The  Louisiana  Wild  Life  and 
Fisheries  Commission  and  the 
U.  S.  Corps  of  Engineers  are 
cooperating  with  Nor- 
thwestern, Placid  Oil  and  the 
Northwest  Louisiana  Fish  and 
Game  Preserve  Commission 
in  the  extended  study. 

Black  Lake,  Clear  Lake, 
Prairie  Lake,  Saline  Lake  and 
Chee  Chee  Bay  are  in  the  area 
served  by  the  Northwest 
Louisiana  Fish  and  Game 
Preserve    Commission.

Education.  Dr.  Hoyt  Reed, 
director  of  continuing 
education,  said  NSU  courses 
will  be  offered  on  the 
University  of  Rome  campus. 

The  six-week  summer  term 
in  Rome  begins  June  9  and 
continues  through  July  20. 
Participants  will  depart  from 
New  Orleans  June  9  on  a 
chartered  plane  and  will 
return  to  the  United  States 
July  20. 

Mrs.  Nahm  said  the  cost  of 
the  summer  study  program  in 
Italy  will  be  $995.  Included  in 
the  cost  is  the  airfare  from 
New  Orleans  to  Rome  and 
return,  lodging,  meals  and  all 
university  fees  and  expenses 
A  $100  deposit  will  be 
required  upon  application  for 
the  program.

Forty-one  of  Louisiana's 
greatest  athletes  and  coaches 
were  paid  tribute  Monday 
night  when  the  Louisiana 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame  was 
established  during  halftime  of 
the  North  western -McNeese 
basketball  game  on  the  NSU 
campus. 

The  Hall  of  Fame,  which 
will  be  permanently  housed  in 
the  main  foyer  of  Prather 
Coliseum  on  the  Northwestern 
campus,  is  a  project  of  the 
Louisiana  Sports  Writers 
Association,  which  conducted 
the  ceremonies  Monday  night. 
Highlighting  the  program 
was  the  induction  of  Y.  A. 
Tittle,  former  quarter  backing 
great  at  LSU  who  went  on  to 
win  Player  of  the  Year  honors 
in  the  National  Football 
League  in  1961  and  1963  with 
the  New  York  Giants. 

Tittle,  who  received  a 
prolonged  standing  ovation 
from  the  large  crowd,  said,  "It 
is  great  to  be  back  in 
Louisiana.  Twenty  five  years 
ago,  I  had  the  greatest  thrill  of 
my  life,  and  that  was  getting 
to  Dlav  for  LSU."  He  added 
"I  am  overwhelmed  by  my 
selection  to  the  Louisiana 
Sports  Hall  of  Fame.  It  is  such 
a  great  honor  to  be  selected 
along  with  so  many  great 
men."

Wilson  Turns  In 
Top  Cage  Season 

NATCHITOCHES  -  One 
year  can  mean  a  lot  to  a 
basketball  player,  especially 
if  he's  trying  to  break  a  career 
scoring  record. 

Vernon  Wilson,  the  6-3 
junior  guard  from  Logansport 
who  just  completed  his  second 
year  at  Northwestern  State 
University,  is  beginning  to  feel 
the  importance  of  the  extra 
year. 

Wilson  first  signed  to  play 
college  basketball  with 
Grambling  College  by  then 
jumped  to  Northwestern  his 
freshman  year.  When  he  did 
that,  the  move  cost  him  a  year 
of  eligibility. 

In  two  seasons  at  Nor- 
thwestern, Wilson  has  scored 
1,050  points.  He  scored  507 
points  last  season  when  he  led 
the  Demons  in  scoring  and 
poured  in  543  this  year  to 
repeat  as  NSU's  top  scorer. 
The  career  scoring  record  at 
Northwestern  is  held  by 
James  Wyatt,  who  scored 
1,875  points  in  102  games  from 
1965-69.  To  Wyatt,  that  meant 
averaging  468.8  points  in  each 
of  his  four  seasons  for  Nor- 
thwestern and  18.4  points  a 
game. 

Wilson,  on  the  other  hand, 
has  averaged  525  points  a 
season  and  21  points  for  50 
games  at  Northwestern.  So,  if 
Wilson  had  played  his  fresh- 
man year  at  Northwestern  he 
would  have  had  the  inside 
track  in  setting  a  school 
career  scoring  record. 

This  season,  Wilson  hit  229 
of  his  462  field  goals  for  49.6 
per  cent,  which  placed  him 
second  on  the  team  in  field 
goal  shooting.  He  also  hit  85  of 
139  free  throws  and  averaged 
5.9  rebounds  during  a  year  in 
which  he  averaged  21.7  points.
